The response was in the council’s 
package last night in the form of a 
memorandum authored by Patrick 
A. Hogan, director of Community 
Development and Purchasing. 

In the memorandum to council,

Searchers seek 2 bodies, radioactive material 


A United Airlines DC-8 cargo 
plane exploded in mid-air over 
Romulus shortly after takeoff from 
Metropolitan Airport yesterday 
morning, killing all three crew 
members and leaving among its 
smoldering debris radioactive 
material that officials said “posed 
no danger unless consumed.” 


The plane was bound for Los 
Angeles and had aboard medical 
supplies and mail bags. 

One of the bodies of the crewmen 
was recovered, while officials con- 
tinued their search for the remain- 
ing two members of the Los 
Angeles-based crew. 

The cargo plane exploded around 


3 a.m. and ditched in a muddy field 
in the Northline and Wayne Rd. 
area. Rescue efforts were ham- 
pered because the “field was knee 
deep in mud, causing vehicles to be- 
come clogged”, officials say. 

Only the tail of the smoldering 
airplane remained intact and FAA 
officials conducted an intensive 


search of the area in hopes of re- 
covering a box that contained tapes 
of the flight. 

Wayne County Sheriff-designate 
Loren Pittman and county execu- 
tive William Lucas were at the 
scene. 

“Pieces of the bodies have been 
found,” Pittman said, “however, at

School Supt. issues ‘paper’ 
on state test controversy 


A controversial two-part series of 
articles which appeared in a dow- 
nriver newspaper has caused some 
concerns and embarrassment for 
the Romulus Community Schools, 
Supt. of Schools William Bedell said 
today. 

“I feel that these two articles 
were based on partial knowledge of 
what happened and I feel that the 
author didn’t take the time to get 
the entire story. 

“Although there is Freedom of 
the Press’, sometimes 1 believe 
some reporters abuse that free- 
dom,” Supt. Bedell said “I do not 
know of anyone who would ask a 
teacher to cheat so that her or she or 
the school district will look good I 
feel that an injustice has been com- 
mitted here M 

What had happened is that a local 
teacher had used an old state test to 
prepare his students for last fall s 
Michigan Education Assessment 


Program (MEAP) tests. Ironically 
- a one in a million shot . according to 
state authorities-the same ques- 
tions appeared on the fall test that 
were used in the previous test. 

In a written statement to all the 
teachers and school officials in the 
school system, Dr. Bedell clarified 
the issue. 

“A downriver newspaper has re- 
ported on at least two different 
occasions that ‘anonymous’ 
Romulus teachers have alleged to 
them that we cheated on the MEAP 
Test administered last October We 
had explained to the reporter that 
what had happened was an error at 
the High School that was caused in- 
directly by my concern that we help 
our kids do better on the test . No one 
in this school district told anyone to 
cheat on the test. No one deliberate- 
ly violated any of the State’s rules. 

“At the 4th and 7th grade levels, 
there was absolutely no problem, 
there was only the incident at the 


high school. In the time I have been 
in this school district, our instruc- 
tional staff has made real strides in 
helping our young people under- 
stand the importance of this test 
and in communicating the concepts 
and goals involved. 1 consider the 
charges made in the newspaper by 
the ‘anonymous’ sources as total 
nonsense and an insult to all of us I 
have asked to meet with the paper 
and their sources to clear the air , 
and they have refused. 

“The long term solution for the 
problems of this school district lie

U.S. Postal Authorities were on 
the scene to search for and protect 
some 3,000 pounds of mail that had 
been aboard the plane. The mail 
was scattered over a 500-yard area 
after the plane exploded and offi- 
cials searched through the muddy 
fields to find the pieces. 

Although the radioactive mate- 
rial. destined for a hospital in Los 
Angeles, was not found yesterday, 
officials stressed that “the material 
is not dangerous unless consumed . ’ ’ 

Romulus Police Sgt John Verrot 
told reporters that two of his patrol 
units saw the crash. 

“They observed the plane take 
off,” he said, “then one of the en- 
gines blew up and there was a large 
ball of fire. They related that pieces 
of the aircraft were coming down 
from the sky. The airship then went 
down in a nearby field.” 

Police later said that they 
apparently had found the flight re- 
corder tape but FAA officials .e- 
fused yesterday to confirm that re- 
port. 

Councilman Barry Baumann, 
who lives in the area, gave this re- 
port: 

“I was watching TV around 3 
a.m. when there was a sudden 
boom. And “boom” is the best way 
to describe it. All of a sudden the 
house shook. Naturally I looked out- 
side and the sky was bright orange. 

“I just knew it was a plane. I have 
a police scanner and heard the re- 
port that a plane was down in the 
area, so I drqssed as quickly as 1 
could and went to look. 

“As I was going down Goddard 
road, emergency vehicles began 
arriving at the scene. You could see 
the flames and smoke from the 
crash, but a lot of vehicles couldn’t 
get into the area because of the 
mud. 1 saw several airport rescue 
vehicles stuck before they could get 
to the scene. 

“It’s a tragedy when people die 
like that, But, thank God, no one on 
the ground was killed. I immediate- 
ly thought about when that plane 
went down in Louisiana — right into 
that residential district." 

Wayne County Road heavy equip- 
ment crews wereysent to the area to 
pull out the stranded vehicles from 
the mud. 

Flights in and out of Metro Air- 
port were not disturbed, airport 
officials said.

“We have two suitcase studios'

of demand there is for them." 

Once the new equipment arrives, 
the company will have five portable 
broadcast and video tape units 
available for governmental and 
community use, she said. 

Trustee Robert Padget asked if 
customers will still have to order 
the ‘satellite tier” option in order to 
sign up for the Showtime premium 
channel, but James said that new 
converters will solve the problem. 

“The new 60-channel converters 
will enable subscribers to receive 
Showtime without paying for the 
satellite tier,” James said. ‘The 
two services no longer will be con- 
nected.” 

Several audience members ex- 
pressed displeasure over the drop- 
ping of WCR, a New York City “su- 
perstation,” from the Omnicom 
programming roster last weekend. 

Seely explained that a recent rul- 
ing by a copyright tribunal made it 
too costly for the company to con- 
tinue offering three cable supersta- 
tions. 

"The ruling increased our copyr- 
ight fees by 645 percent,” Seely 
said. “We had to drop one of the 
services, so we had a professional 
marketer poll the subscribers and 
find out their preferences.” 

The poll showed that WTVS from 
Atlanta was the viewers’ favorite 
superstation, followed by WGN 


from Chicago. Ranking third, and 
therefore dumped, was WCR, she 
said. 

If the tribunal ruling is reversed. 
WCR will be brought back, Seely 
said The firm is now studying the 
possibility of filling the void left by 
the New York station with a service 
called the Learning Channel, she 
said. 

“We have almost everything we 
can carry now except for a couple of 
religious channels and a couple of 
pornographic channels,” she said. 

Trustee Stephen Larson said the 
decision on dropping WCR. instead 
of one of the other services, was 
totally up to the company. 

“If Omnicom makes the right de- 
cision, they retain their subscriber 


base,” Larson said. "If they make 
the wrong decision, they’ll lose that 
base.” 

Among the other changes Omni- 
com officials promised last month 
to put into effect are the hiring of 
additional staff, expanded local 
programming and the institution of 
two-way communications in 1983. 

The Canton cable TV committee 
— comprised of Larson, Jim Kron- 
berg and Chuck Miller — told the 
township board in October that they 
did not believe Omnicom was living 
up to the terms of its original prop- 
osal. The panel recommended that 
the board begin franchise revoca- 
tion proceedings to force the firm to 
improve its service.

1,377 lost lives 
in auto accidents 


’ Noting that the decline of motor 
vehicle traffic accident fatalities in 
recent years continued last year in 
Michigan. State Police Director 
Col. Gerald L. Hough reported that 
the state has recorded a provisional 
toll of 1,377 for 1982, the lowest 
annua) loss since 1,382 deaths in 
1958. 

While the present count will in- 
crease slightly due to delayed re- 
porting, he said the continuing de- 
crease in yearly deaths is encourag- 
ing. As of January 6 accounting, 
fatalities in 1982 have declined by 
13.3 per cent from 1,589 in 1981 and 
by 44.6 per cent from the state’s 
highest recorded total of 2,487 in 
*1969. 

Sharing credit for the lower toll. 
Hough said, was the increased use 
by motorists in Michigan of motor 
vehicle safety belts and child safety 
restraints. He added that other con- 
tributing factors in the decrease in- 
clude greater citizen and law en- 


forcement awareness of the drink- 
ing driver problem and selective 
enforcement efforts by state and 
local police at computer identified 
high-accident locations. 

Traffic officers point out that the 
decrease in deaths in Michigan last 
year has been achieved with total 
statewide motor vehicle traffic 
mileage remaining about the same 
or a little less than the 62 billion 
miles recorded in 1981 . Officers also 
look for another good low year for 
the dedth rate in 1982 per 100 million 
vehicle miles of motor vehicle 
travel. Michigan in 1981 had a 
mileage death rate of 2.56, lowest 
on the state's record. 

State Police traffic figures show 
that State Police traffic figures 
show that Michigan had 16 traffic 
deaths over the Christmas holiday 
weekend, compared with 15 the 
year before , and 6 fatalities over the 
New Year period , compared with 17 
a year earlier.

County elects first chairman

Wayne County Commissioner 
William G Suzore. the new chair- 
man of the County Board of Com- 
missioners is a first among firsts. 

He is the first chairman of a new 
Wayne County Board of Commis- 
sioners — the first elected under 
home rule charter government — 
and the first and only of its kind in 
the state. 

In the organizational meeting on 
Jan. 5, Suzore was chosen by his 
colleagues to steer the new 15- 
member body, reduced from 27 
members under provisions of a new 
charter which for the first time di- 
vides the County’s official legisla- 
tive and adminsitrative functions 
and grants power to make law in the 
form of ordinances. 

Also at that meeting, the commis- 
sioners named Edward J Plawecki 
their vice-chairman. Plawecki is a 
Dearborn Heights attorney serving 
his first term on the Board, while 
Suzore is a veteran public servant 
in his fourth phase of County evolu- 
tion. 

Suzore joined the County as a 
member of the old Board of Super- 
visors, the 135-member appointed 
group preceding the elected Board 


of Commissioners that consisted 
first of 26 members in 1969. and was 
expanded to 27 a year later on the 
basis of census data. 

Suzore has served throughout 
that duration . and is now chief of the 
new 15-member legislative Board 

Even before elected County Com- 
missioner in Nov., 1970. Suzore was 
City Clerk for Lincoln Park for 15 
years. Altogether, that is nearly 30 
years in elected or appointed public 
office. 

Immediately past. Suzore has 
been chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee for two years 
consecutively, and prior to that, 
chairman of the Human Resources

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Tragic end to flight 



The remnants of a United Airlines 
DC-7 cargo plane hold the grim sec- 
rets to what caused the aircraft to 
explode over the skies of Romulus 
early Wednesday morning and 
plummet into a field on Northline 
near Romulus City Hall. The plane 
carried its three-member crew to 
their deaths shortly before 3 a.m. 
leaving the FAA with a mystery 
they hope to unravel from the flight 
recordings. Romulus firefighters 
and emergency units faced near- 
impregnable obstacles as rain- 
soaked soil sucked up emergency 
vehicles rushing to the scene of the 
tragedy. At the left, the firefighters 
put out the final smoldering flickers 
of flame that covered a 500 yard 
area. Law enforcement agencies 
are still searching for the bodies of 
two of the crewmen and for contain- 
ers of radioactive material destined 
for a Los Angeles hospital.

He had a dream- 
May it never end 

There is a saying about “all men being created equal.” We 
know that that’s all bunk. No way. Somehow in the great scheme 
of things some people are blessed with a little more , others with a 
lot more than those of us who have to slave to make ends meet. 
The injustices are there, even if the beautiful words will tell us 
that it isn’t so. 

And, to make it even rougher on some, we find that they are 
discriminated against. Because they are tall. Small. White skin- 
ned. Black skinned. And with every difference there's always 
discrimination. 

That petite and gracious black seamstress who, on that brisk 
December day in 1955, was physically and emotionally spent, 
knew it. She saw it all around her. She was conditioned by her 
parents, her friends the society that “the white folks ways come 
first.” 

And that seamstress, Mrs. Rosa Parks, finally decided to chal- 
lenge that unwritten law. She refused to give up her seat on a bus 
to a white person and the rest is history. 

History. Will we ever learn from it? 

The recent incidents in Miami seem to say “No.” It appears 
that this world will never learn from the past. Or that it plain 
doesn’t want to. 

And then came Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. He said he “had a 
dream”. And people listened. Some cried; some laughed. Big 
deal. In fact someone got a gun and decided to shatter that 
dream. And the assassin thought he did when he hit his target. on 
April 4, 1968. 

Strange, King’s dream didn’t die. It still lives, and amid the 
controversy there remains the same radiant light that other 
martyrs have left, a light of hope that true people are guided by . 
. . people are people. Their skins don’t make them any different. 
We all have the same feelings, aspirations and dreams. Intelli- 
gent people react to people not because of their skin, but because 
of the way they are treated. 

Like Gandhi, King knew that passive resistance was the key to 
any civil reform. Violence only begets violence. King had 
learned from Jesus of Nazareth and Mohandas K. Gandhi that 
one can turn the other cheek, but he also knew that he had to be 
militant enough within the bounds of the law to reach the goals he 
and his people had in sight: Not equal rights, but the rights of a 
man to live without fear because of the color of his skin. 

King was admired and respected by presidents and leaders of 
the world. His people looked upon him as a saviour. He was 
feared by his enemies, who knew the only way to silence him was 
to “get rid of” him. 

But, the bullet that killed the civil rights leader, ironically kept 
alive his philosophy. 

His dream has not died, as you will hear and read over and 
over in the days, months and years to come.

Mobile park project 
has many merits 


We would appreciate publishing our reply to 
the Guest Editorial that appeared last week ab- 
out the proposed Mobile Park Home in last 
week’s edition written by John McCartney. 

First of all , with reference to Mr . McCartney’s 
argument relative to the Master Plan he should 
be advised that the Master Plan prepared six 
years ago is by law and practice to be treated 
and utilized as a “general guide” for planning 

It is not holy scripture that cannot be changed . 
A review of the Professional Planning Consul- 
tants detailed recommendation supporting the 
Master Plan Amendment and Rezoning of Wine- 
man Investment Co.’s property states: 

“The need for additional housing is well 
documented, particularly affordable housing. 
Mobile homes are a generally lower cost form of 
housing which are attractive and affordable to 
lower income residents who are in the elderly 
and the younger stages of the age cycle. The City 
and State have regulations to assure quality 
mobile home park development ... In any event , 
the Plan Amendment would leave a very signifi- 
cant amount of attractive developable acreage 
in both the single family and the Regional Cen- 
ter Classifications.” 

As to the benefits of our proposed develop- 
ment for the citizens of Romulus we point to the 
following : 

1— $311,450. in total annual property taxes 
versus the current $24,120. 

2 — $202,490 in school taxes versus the current 
$15,680. 

3— $550,000 in sewer and water debt service 
charges. 

4 — As compared to a typical single family 
subdivision our development will relieve the 
City from paying for road maintenance and re- 
pair, snow removal, sewer and water line 
maintenance, street lighting and garbage and 
rubbish removal. 

5— Provide affordable housing for existing 


Romulus Residents and new people helping to 
stimulate employment opportunities and be- 
nefit existing Romulus businesses. 

It is not a question of “best use’’ it is the “only 
use’’ realistically available for this property. 
We have owned the land for twelve years and 
paid taxes during this period actively seeking 
alternative uses without success, nor have we 
ever received a legitimate offer to purchase. In 
the past ten years not a single new residential 
development of any kind has been built in Romu- 
lus except the subsidized Senior Citizens Pro- 
ject. 

We respectfully urge the citizens of Romulus 
and it s political leaders to face reality and allow 
the community to grow rather than stagnate. 
Our young people and elderly should not be 
forced to leave the community to find affordable 
“ownership” housing and we should encourage 
new working people to come to our community 
and invest in Romulus’ future. 

The facts speak for themselves. Those who 
are honest and “courageous” enough to really 
analyze the development can only come to a 
positive conclusion, as did a very hard working 
Planning Commission. Any new development 
can be criticized by those who in truth are 
opposed to change. The question is whether 
Romulus as a viable community can survive 
without it. We think not, and we are prepared to 
put our firm s 100 year reputation as prominent 
and respectable businessmen on the line as well 
as a very substantial investment in 330 acres of 
land now utilized only for soybeans and develop- 
ment dollars. 

We ask our critics what alternatives do they 
suggest and what are they prepared to back it up 
with?

Plane 

crash

It was an unseasonal January Sun- 
day. More like a glimpse of March 
than January. And the topic turned to 
plane crashes and civil defense. 

. Doing the talking was Alan Lam- 
bert, good-looking, under 30, and a 
Romulus councilman who dropped 
by to clarify some points and pick 
up some in the conversation. 

The question that ignited the dis- 
cussion about civil defense was an 
occurrence last Wednesday in 
Romulus. Solventol Chemical Pro- 
ducts on Huron River Drive was 
transferring some nitric acid from 
one of its tanks to another when sud- 
denly a leak in one of the containers 
created a chemical reaction that 
forced acidic fumes into the atmos- 
phere. 

Police and fire fighters im- 
mediately responded to the scene 
and managed to evacuate the hand- 
ful of residents in the area. In a near- 
by, densely populated subdivision, 
residents were notified that they 
may have to be evacuated. 

“I live in that subdivision,” Lam- 
bert said, “and believe me we had 
some concerns. I think we learned a 
lesson for this - we don’t have a civil 
defense program. I’m going to ask 
council (Romulus) to investigate and 
initiate one immediately.” 

The situation at Solventol Chemic- 
al was defused by Romulus firefigh- 
ters who sprayed water on the escap- 
ing fumes as they exited the faulty 
container, thereby, keeping the fume 
clouds at a minimum. 

“One of the fortunate things about 
the situation,” said Det. Sgt. David 
Early, “was that the wind was blow- 
ing away from the residential areas. 
It didn’t shift, if it had we would have 
had to evacuate all of those people.” 

Nitric acid, if inhaled, can be fatal. 
Small doses can burn skin and cause 
eye damage. 

It was the first of two dramas that 
occurred in Romulus in the past 
seven days. Early Tuesday morning 
a United Airlines DC-7 cargo plane 
en route- to Los Angeles, carrying 
three crew members and radioactive 
material bound for a hospital, caught 
fire over the city and crashed in a 
field near the City Hall. 

The plane missed residential areas. 
“Thank God,” said Barry 
Baumann, who lives in the area, and 
was one of the first at the scene of the 
accident. “You remember what hap- 
pened in Louisiana last year when 
that plane crashed and took a score 
of lives on the ground with it. 

“I believe that this city will have to 
begin developing a civil defense 
plan. That’s all there is to it. We have 
one of the largest airports in the 
country (Metropolitan) and our peo- 
ple have to live with this every hour 
of the day.” 

You can bet that last night’s Romu- 
lus Council meeting devoted most of 
its time to the crash. 

Romulus was lucky - if there is any 
luck in a tragedy of this sort - but it 
may not be the next time around.

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Ban handguns, 
they kill people 

EDITOR —The 1984 national 
elections are closing in on us. and 
in a year we’ll begin choosing the 
next President of the United 
States. One issue I want the vo- 
ters of our area to address them- 
selves to is the question of hand- 
gun cpntrol. 

In western Wayne County, I 
think, the majority of people 
oppose handgun control. 

A major misconception is that 
after handguns are illegal, rifles 
would be next. Most people who 
want handguns illegal don’t want 
hunting guns illegal. Handguns, 
unlike rifles, are made only for 
killing people. Handguns bought 
for defense, when used, are used 
against the owner usually. 

Many handgun deaths could 
have been avoided. 

In the USA there are approx- 
imately 2,000 accidental deaths. 
_causdd by handguns, a year. 
There were 16,000 suicides by 
handguns in America in 1977. 
Around half of all murders in 
America involve handguns. 
v There are over 53 million hand- 
guns in the United States. Over 
275,000 are stolen each year Ev- 
ery 2 minutes someone is robbed 
with a handgun. I believe there is 
a connection here. 

There is a bumper sticker 


floating around. It reads: “If 
handguns are outlawed . only out- 
laws will have handguns. " 

This insinuates that all crimin- 
als will still have handguns, and 
that the crime rate would not de- 
crease. This is falsified by statis- 
tics comparing the world’s two 
largest cities. New York City and 
Tokyo. 

In Tokyo handguns are illegal, 
in New York handguns are legal 
Tokyo’s handgun murder rate is 
1.9 per 100,000. New York City’s 
handgun murder rate is 17.5 per 
100.000. 

If we made handguns illegal, 
we could cut the overall murder 
and rape rates by more than half. 
In Canada handguns are illegal. 
Compare the Canadian and 
American murder rates: USA 
9.76 Canada 2.06. Compare the 
rape rates : USA 34.6 Canada 9.7. 
Canada and England, where 
handguns are illegal, have fewer 
than 100 handgun deaths each 
year. In the USA there are over 
10,000 handgun deaths per year. 

I realize that if handguns are 
illegal it won’t eliminate hand- 
gun deaths, but we must do ev- 
erything we can to lower the high 
rates of robbery, rape, and mur- 
der. When handguns kill and rob 
so many, I don't think they can be 
considered useful to society and 
must be eliminated.

Ti ese people don’t want to be 
identified,” Pickering said 
Their pride is all-important 
Many, many of them have never 
lad to live like this before.” 

Out of that meeting came an 
ncouraging number of offers to 
Jelp: Scout leaders will step up 
*>od collections, Skateland will 
host a skate night with all pro- 
teedsj going to feed the hungry, 
me Lions club will recommend a 
(‘can a man” from their mem- 


bership and will loan their bus at 
any time. 

The Goodfellows and the 
Jaycees will continue their good 
Christmas work. The Kiwanis, 
the VFW, and the Senior Citizens 
are all itching to get into the bat- 
tle, and Councilwoman Nancy 
Neal wrote a check , xm the spot, 
for $1,000 — representing one 
half of her council salary. 

Tyrone White and Gerald 
Arbour were there to explain 
AAA’s “Operation Foodbasket”, 
an effort to collect food for the 
hungry in Wayne, Westland. 
Garden City and Inkster. 

The outpouring of concern at 
that meeting was overwhelming, 
but it was only the beginning. 
There are still problems to be 
worked out — from identifying 
the hungry and the “new poor”, 
to coordinating the programs so 
that everyone isn’t doing the 
same thing, to spreading the 
message and getting enough 
food, money and volunteer help. 

I’ve spoken in the last few days 
to numerous people involved in 
programs in their own communi- 
ties and I’m getting many diffe- 
rent pictures : In some communi- 
ties, they’ve been prepared — 
and have been doing — for a long 
time In others, the impact of the 


unemployment situation in West- 
ern Wayne County is just now hit- 
ting them. Some of them haven’t 
even thought about programs.

decay, loosen and foil out. It 
should also be noted thot, the 
larger the filling, the greater 
the risk of fracture from chew- 
ing forces. 

What con you do when o 
filling does foil out? First, 
rinse your mouth carefully 
with lukewarm water to make 
sure the cavity is clean. If 
there is discomfort, o drop of 
oil of cloves on o piece of cot- 
ton will lessen it See your de- 
ntist os soon as possible and 
have the filling replaced 


Every dentist I've ever met 
would like his patient's fillings 
to lost forever. However, 
while o good many restora- 
tions do sustain for the life of 
the tooth, no filling ever be- 
comes an organic, integral 
port of it. Thus none CAN be 
guaranteed to lost inde- 
finitely. 

Even a filling placed with 
the best of intentions and pre- 
paration can foil for o variety 
of reasons. If there is not 
enough of an undercut in the 
remaining tooth structure, the 
filling can foil out. Occa- 
sionally a part of the tooth 
o round the filling will break, 
loosening the lock and the 
filling will foil out If decay 
somehow recurs, the filing 
may become surrounded by

‘Party Par- 
ty” is a great collection of songs 
some new, most cover ver- 
sions of classics — to be savored 
for a long time to come. 
r .,The most notable new” song 
ftere is the title tune, written and 
performed by none other than 
Elvis Costello & The Attractions. 
“Party Party” (the song) is pure 
Elvis at his best, and it shows 
that his new material is up to the 
high standards he set for himself 
last year with ‘Imperial Bed- 
room.” 

Madness, the British ska- 
flinsters also throw a strike with 
^'Driving In My Car,” singing, 
•Tm just driving in my car, 
though it ain’t no Jag-y-ar.” 

Sting, the Police’s vocal point, 
has two cuts here, both of them 
produced by rockabilly ace Dave 
Edmunds. “Tutti-Frutti” is just 
as much fun as you’d expect it to 
be, and Sting’s reading of Little 
Willie John’s blues gem “Need 
Your Love So Bad” is surprising- 
ly well done. 

Cover versions seems to have 
been the main order of the day, 
as Dave Edmunds adds a version 
of Chuck Berry’s “Run Rudolph 
Run,” making him about the 47th 
person to record Berry ’s yuletide 
tpne. 


Bad Manners, another ska 
band, add a delightful version of 
“Yakety Yak,” and on the more 
serious side of ska. Pauline 
Black (formerly with Selector) 
does a very good version of the 
classic reggae number, “No 
Woman, No Cry.” 

Modern Romance, a new En- 
glish band who have just re- 
leased their first stateside re- 
cord on Warner Bros, get a little 
funky on the oldie “Band Of 
Gold,” while Chas and Dave get 
a little bit weird on “Auld Lang 
Syne,” which has made it’s way 
onto my “must” list of rock X- 
mas songs. 

I’ve saved the best for last. 
Midge Ure, ex-Rich Kid now a 
member of Ultravox, pays hom- 
age to his roots with a synth ver- 
sion of David Bowie’s “The Man 
Who Sold The World.” Ure has 
taken out Mick Ronson’s guitar 
line which carried the original, 
leaving the melody almost non- 
existent.

U.F. to distribute canned foods 


United Foundation today 
announced it will coordinate the dis- 
tribution of General Motors Cor- 
poration’s eight-week "GM Care 
and Share" food collection prog- 
ram, according to Robert E. De- 
war, United Foundation Chairman 
of the Board. 

In announcing UF’s affiliation 
with the “GM Care and Share” 
program Dewar said, “The UF is 
pleased to participate with General 
Motors in this important commun- 
ity effort . The generosity of GM and 
its employees makes it possible to 
respond positively to this area’s 
emergency food situation.” 

A cooperative effort involving 
UF, the Greater Detroit Chamber 
of Commerce, New Detroit, Inc. 
and United Community Services is 
being developed for collections don- 
ated by General Motors employees. 
Under the arrangement, UF will re- 
ceive contributions and arrange for 
food distribution locally through a 


program which has been estab- 
lished by the Food Industry Council 
of the Greater Detroit Chamber of 
Commerce. 

United Community Services, 
UF’s community planning arm, 
and New Detroit are developing a 
community distribution network 
for contributed food. 

The auto maker announced the 
“GM Care and Share” program 
earlier today and will collect can- 
ned goods and cash contributions 
from General Motors employees at 
their facilities throughout the coun- 
try. GM will then contribute $.50 for 
each can donated by employees. In 
addition, the auto maker will match 
dollar for dollar any cash contribu- 
tions made by employees. 

“We are joining with other com- 
munity and governmental food col- 
lection efforts in response to the 
emergency food problem in the 
metropolitan Detroit area,” Dewar 
said. “We do not intend to duplicate 


the efforts of other groups, but work 
with others to meet the growing 
need for emergency food supplies.” 

Dewar said that UF is responding 
to a General Motors request for UF 
to coordinate its “.GM Care and 
Share" program. 

“Any cash contributions pro- 
vided by General Motors and its 
employees will be used to purchase 
supplemental food supplies,” De- 
war said. “We will work with other 
organizations already set up to dis- 
tribute food to those in need in 
Wayne. Oakland and Macomb 
counties.” 

Dewar pointed out that food is 
especially needed during the winter 
months. Many families receive food 
baskets during the holidays but 
may be overlooked afterwards. 

United Foundation's emergency 
food collection efforts, in conjunc- 
tion with General Motors, is com- 
pletely separate from its solicita- 
tion efforts, such as the annual 
Torch Drive. 


Home sales 
continuing 
upward 
trend in ’83 

Lower mortgage interest rates 
are continuing to rouse the existing 
home market from a three-year 
hibernation. 

The Western Wayne Oakland 
County Board of Realtors 
(WWOCBR) reported 564 sales by 
its members in December for a 42.4 
percent gain over the 396 recorded a 
year earlier. The month was the 
fifth straight to show improvement 
over 1981. 

Sales for August-December 1982 
by the state’s largest Realtor Board 
totalled 3,681 compared to 3,157 in 

1981. The 16.5 percent gain helped 
counter the 24.3 percent market loss 
recorded in the first seven months. 
The year-end sales total of 8,468 
homes was 10.7 percent below the 
9.487 in 1981. 

“There is no doubt that the reduc- 
tion in interest rates is the factor 
bringing buyers back into the mar- 
ket,” said Thomas Duke. Jr., 
WWOCBR president. “In Decem- 
ber, conventional, FHA and VA 
financing was used in 42.2 percent 
of sales compared to only 14.4 per- 
cent in 1981. 

Renewed activity also appears 
ready to reverse a downward trend 
in average selling prices. The aver- 
age price reported by WWOCBR in 
December was $58,156, a 1.2 percent 
increase from December 1981. The 
$56,685 average price through all of 

1982, however, was down 3.65 per- 
cent from the $58,156 recorded in 
1981. 

“The year-end report of area 
home builders indicates sales of ex- 
isting homes are beginning to spark 
greater activity in the new home 
market,” Duke said. “We know 
many prospective buyers are ready 
to make a move up, but have been 
forced to wait on the sale of their 
present residence. 

“We think the rising trend in the 
housing market will continue into 
1983 as buyers financially able to 
move, weigh the advantages of 
further declines in interest rates. 

“Any hope for a market resurg- 
ence equal to the need and desire for 
better housing may remain stymied 
by high unemployment and the un- 
certain economy. But, the new year 
certainly holds far more promise 
for both buyers and sellers than the 
beginning of 1982, as the trends in 
sales look very good."

Emotion was the name of the 
game last Friday night as the two 
top teams in the Northwest Sub- 
urban League — Westland John 
Glenn and Redford Thurston — 
squared off in a battle for first 
place. 

And what a battle it was before a 
standing room only crowd. 

Both teams fought tooth-and-nail 
for four quarters before the Thur- 
ston Eagles settled matters in over- 
time, 67-63, in front of a standing 
room only crowd at Thurston. 

It was a heart-rending loss for the 
Rockets, made harder by the fact 
that they had recovered from a 
seven-point halftime deficit and 
had built a nine-point lead late in the 
fourth quarter. 

Coach Dan Henry, whose teams 
have had nothing but problems with 
Thurston over the last few years, 
said: “We played our hearts out. 
We couldn’t make our one on one 
shots. Next time (February 11), we 
must play even better on defense.” 

But to Thurston’s credit, the 
Eagles played “hustling basketball 
and they are a team that never 
quits.” 

An extremely well-coached team 
under the direction of Gary 
Fraylick. the Eagles were able to 
devise a defense to keep Glenn s 6-8 
center Paul Grazulis and 6-5 for- 
ward Jack Walker from being too 
effective on the offensive end of the 
floor. 

Thurston was led by George Sibel 
(6-2, 170, Sr.) who shot the lights out 
on this night with 27 points. Another 
key player, Jim Weiss (6-3, 205, Sr. ) 
“has been a good addition for this 
team and has made them as good as 
they are.” He, too, can (and did) 
light up the scoreboard as he can 
shoot from anywhere on the floor 


Thurston entered the game with a 
5-1 record, Glenn at 7-2. The Rock- 
ets were coming off a tough win 
Tuesday night at Livonia Churchill, 
47-44. Taking a 23-16 lead at half- 
time thanks to 16 points from Greg 
Gill and Grazulis, the Rockets had 
to scramble for the win when the 
Chargers made a determined effort 
for the win. 

But the ball-handling skills of 
Gill, the jump shot of Walker and 
the clutch free-throw shooting of 
Mike Baydarian won the game for 
the Rockets and put them in a good 
frame of mind for the Thurston 
game 

Thurston came out in the first 
quarter determined to put a quick 
end to the game and go a game up in 
the league race. The Eagles out- 
scored Glenn, 13-9, in the first quar- 
ter but the hot-hand of Gill kept 
them close. 

In the second quarter, Glenn s de- 
fense started taking its toll on Red- 
ford Thurston did outscore the 
Rockets, 16-13. in the quarter to 
take a 29-22 halftime lead. But the 
Eagles had to fight hard to stay 
ahead . Todd Jennings finally got his 
chance to play against a Thurston 
team this year (he missed the foot- 
ball game due to injury) and played 
a great defensive game Jennings, 
according to Henry, “played 
another great game on both ends of 
the floor ” For the night, Jennings 
hit 17 points. 

The story of the second quarter 
was the number of fouls called on 
Glenn, and the number of foul shots 
that Thurston hit at the free throw 
line. Steve Smith (5-11, 160, Sr.) hit 
six free throws for the Eagles, and 
as it turned out, that was the point 
difference at halftime 


Whatever Coach Henry said to his 
team at halftime seemed to work as 
Glenn took charge in the third quar- 
ter. Led by the defensive play of 
senior Steve Jaskolski, who “play- 
ed well and helped contain Weiss 
well during most of the game.” 
Glenn outhustled the Eagles and got 
their hands on nearly everv loose 
ball 

The Rockets used balanced scor- 
ing from the entire line-up, getting 
11 points from guards Gill and 
Baydarian. Several of Gill s bas- 
kets throughout the evening were 
beautiful shots from outside as Thur- 
ston’s defense was keeping the 
Rockets from penetrating the mid- 
dle and played the zone well and 
kept us out of the middle. ” 

Glenn led. 44-41, after three quar- 
ters but Thurston came alive in the 
fourth quarter. Glenn built their 
lead to nine, 57-48. with about five 
minutes left in the game but the 
Eagles refused to fold. Sibel. a 
candidate for All-League honors, 
shot the lights out in the final stanza 
with 10 points plus four free throws, 
as he singlehandedlv brought the 
Eagles back to a tie at 62-all 

The Rockets did, however, have a 
problem entering the overtime 
period. They had lost both Walker 
and Grazulis on fouls late in the 
fourth quarter and Glenn was 
forced to play the extra session 
without their two big men But the 
Rockets will adapt their play to any 
situation 

Jaskolski won the tip to start the 
overtime and Glenn looked in good 
shape .Jaskolski was fouled and hit 
one of two shots to give Glenn its’ 
last lead of the evening Thurston s 
Dan Starinsky and Smith hit two 
baskets and Weiss hit a free throw 
to clinch the 67-63 victory. 


As Thurston’s players and fans 
danced jubiliantly off the floor with 
their victory and a 3-0 league re- 
cord, the Rockets could only look at 
a 2-1 league record and second 
place. 

But ahead of Glenn is a tough road 
and the Rockets must re-group. 
Fortunately, the next four games 
are at home and the Rockets have 
had success there all season. First 
up. on Friday, is old nemesis North 
Farmington The Raiders come in 
with a new coach, Tom Negotian, 
who was an assistant at Orchard 
Lake Community College, and look 
to tighten up the league race even 
further. 

“I am concerned about how the 
kids will respond after a tough 
loss,” said Henry, “but we’ll be 
ready for North ” 

The Junior Varsity made it 8 out 
of 10 this season as they came from 
behind to defeat Thurston. 69-57, on 
the strength of 25 points from Brad 
Martin, and 16 apiece from Ron 
Taig and Steve Henson.

scores 0 Sure, we might have fun for 
a while with the big games and 
averages going up. but what hap- 
pens when reality hits us? 

Eventually we would realize that 
an average from one center would 
be completely meaningless any- 
where else Each center would be 
using its own unique gimmicks to 
meet our demands and there would 
be absolutely no way of comparing 
conditions or averages. While it is 
true that, as we move from one 
establishment to the next, condi- 
tions are different: but thev are. at

least, different within comparable 
limits. Specifications have been de- 
veloped, and are in effect, which 
control how lane dressing must be 
applied Based on extensive testing 
over several years, both under 
laboratory and actual conditions, 
the specified application methods 
result in the best overall situation 
for both the bowler and the lane. 

Two primary reasons lane dres- 
sing is applied are : first , to keep the 
ball from hooking too quickly as it 
hits the lane, and; secondly, to re- 
duce the extremely high tempera- 
tures ( temperatures high enough to 
literally scorch the lane surface- 
approx. 1000 degrees) that result 
from the friction between ball and 
lane at it’s delivery. 

The bowling pins are controlled 
according to dimensional size, ba- 
lance. and weight Pin weight can 
be anywhere from 3 lb. 2 oz. to 3 lb 
10 oz. but pins within a single set of 
10 pins must not vary more than 4 
oz A pair of lanes uses 4 sets of pins 
(that, by the way, costs about $100 
per set ) which further controls con- 
ditions. 

If a bowler should roll a perfect 
300 game the lanes, pins, and ball 
must be inspected by representa- 
tives of the ABC within a given time 
limit and before lanes are prepared 
for the next day's use When the 


bowler has his score certified he 
knows that his accomplishment is 
legitimate and not due to some 
artificial set up The bowler can 
rightfully take pride in what he has 
done 

Super Bowl scoring was paced by 
the ladies and the younger set when 
Mary Ann Tucker hit 22-216-203 for 
641; Karen Tocco had a very re- 
spectable 269 game; and young.

Off to its finest start in recent years. 
Belleville cagers launched the New 
Year with impressive victories over 
neighboring Romulus and Suburban 8 
Conference rival. Trenton, last week. 

The Tigers 62-52 triumph over Tren- 
ton provided them with an untarnished 
2-0 conference record and established 
them as the team to beat in the final 
‘‘Sub-8” title race. (The conference will 
have a facelift next year). Belleville is 
6-1 over-all on the season 

"We don’t have the height, but we are 
playing aggressively and using our 
speed to our advantage,” noted Belle- 
ville coach Tom Niemi, whose charges 
clash with undefeated and 10th ranked 
Taylor Truman Friday night on the 
home court. 

- "However, we still have this problem 
of turnovers, and they can haunt you if 
you don 't get rid of them . ’ ’ Niemi added .

Niemi switched defensive tactics in 
the second half "to force Trenton to play 


our kind of game" and it paid off. The 
Tigers outscored Trenton 10-8 in the 
third period and had command of the 
situation 48-36 heading into the final 
frame where they kept a comfortable 
20-point cushion most of the time. 

Mellon added 10 rebounds to go with 
his 18 points, while Troy Thomas and 
Edwards each finished the night with 12 
points. Rodney Palmer and Bobby Grif- 
fin each contributed eight points, com- 
ing off the bench in order to do so. 

In the meantime, Jerome Roberson 
provided the last second heroics and the 
winning basket as Belleville came from 
far behind to nip and frustrate neighbor- 
ing Romulus 64-63 before a standing 
room only crowd at Belleville High.

starters and 11 turnovers which they 
(Belleville) managed to score on eight 
times really killed'us. But. believe me. 
our kids are looking forward to a re- 
match." 

If a rematch does occur it will happen 
in the district tournament. Both teams 
will see action at Ypsilanti High School 
in March. 

With Kevin Baker and Long paving 
the way. the Eagles grabbed what 
appeared to be a commanding 17-point 
edge over their hosts.

Romulus cagers 
overpower Huron 


New Boston Huron was just what 
the ailing Romulus cagers needed 
for a morale-booster.
